In order 
to do one they drain the cerebrafcpinal fluid . Brain scan is a simpler and 
more routine test, and I doubt if any more than that plus the EEC and neuro- 
logical is indicated, (neurological exam that is) 

Your aporoach to the medication is a good one. Stay off it if you can, but 
use it when you feel the need. There is no reason not to. I have a patient 
who I seem to be helping a great deal, but who became depressed recently 
due to the breakup of a relationship and some other things which happened 
and I got her on an anti-depressant for a while.
